A considerable quantity of rice has frequently 
been sent up country lately, consequently the 
price ‘here is still high. On account uf the late 

“troubles, many large fields have been left un- 


atterided by the owners, so that the usual supply: 
of their own growing is very short, We believe, 


the troops, which number over 3,090 men, who 
are still up in the country, will greatly assist 
in dévouring the small supply the people have 
for themselves. : 

Tt is reported that over Tls, 10,000 are extorted 
from the rich people for precession purposes 
every year, and as this sum, is. shared by the 
various dealers in materials that ‘are generally 
used for the ceremonials, business has, since the 

iceroy put a stop to them, been very dull, 
Those who suffer most are said to he the torch 
light, drums, and other bearcrs, who arc roughs, 
vagabonds und incendiaries. Undoubtedly they 
will this year fall back with more energy to their 
legitimate professions. Seas : 

Though our Chaaszeés are, we doubt not, well 
acquainted with the losses that. teamen have 
suffered this season, we fear with the laughing 
faces and dandy appearance of the brokers, — 
who do not care for,.as they do not share, the 
losses—that. the exact situation of the poor 
‘owners of teas will never be known.’ In some 
sales we have been informed the losses have 
reached as much as 70 per cent! An old man, 
whose teas cost over Tls: go, and were sold for 
Tis, 21}, fell insensible when the news renched 
him.
